2. Because Slavery does not award to the 
laborer the fruits of his toil, in any higher 
sense than to the cattle. All the claim to any 
property—even to the fruits of the lillage of 
the smallest plat of ground—depends on the 
will of him who claims by the same tenure 
both tha soil and the laborer. Man was crea¬ 
ted to own, and not to be owned; the claim 
of another upon the fruits of his toil as upon 
the product oi l he service, of a mere animal, 
overlooks the higher nature atni the absolute 
rights of a human being. 

3. Because Slavery trammels the intellec¬ 
tual powers, and prevents their expansion.— 
The expansibility of the human mind is one 
of its chief glories, and endless means are 
appropriated to it by its Creator. To labor 
systematically to dwarf the intellect, is to pre¬ 
vent the opening, to a full vision, of the eye 
that God made, w herewith man should see 
hnn in the manifestations of himself through 
bis law.

It is alleged that tho moral reforms in pro¬ 
gress, such as temperance and anti-slavery, 
arc obstacles to revivals uf religion, and that 
the attention devoted to these is tho cause 
why so few have taken place for some years. 

The inevitable effect of this notion, whatever 
the design, is to lead tho Christian mind to 
beware of those efforts of benevolence and 
dude them from all moral regard. It 
ich more probable, that the general ubsen 
revivals is owing to the dtuition and hos¬ 
tility in the churches lo their duly on these 
mlijects. Were they unitedly active ii 
promotion doubtless tho state of things would 
lie very different.

The very object of Chris¬ 
tianity is the reformation of this world from 
all sin; anil the business of the church is to 
carry this into effect. Whenever a dead mis- 
narnod "conservatism” seizes it in relation to 
any form of sin, there general pnralyi 
has begun its work. The religion of Christ 
one of bold, uncompromising aggression 
every modification of wrong, and the church 
ripturnl right to expect prosperity 
except in coincidence with its faithfulness.- 
The principle is philosophically untrue. Hap¬ 
piness is not an end, and can never success¬ 
fully be made such. As an object of direct 
pursuit it will always elude the grasp, hut as 
a consequence of duty done, it is sure. This 
as true in religion as in anything else; and 
true of churches, as of individuals. The 
laws of the mind inuke it so. And the no¬ 
tion thnt the church must suspend its activity 
respecting some duties, in order to secure the 
greatest spiritual good, is delusion. Such an 
iden would more likely result in a revival of 
ancient asceticism than of true religion. 

The consequences of the error are very- 
great. The religion that was “ revived ” on 
such principles was sentimentalism. YVhen 
embraced it wns not understood thnt it 
covered the entire powers everywhere, and 
bound the individual to a self-denying war¬ 
fare with all sin, in every form, and to a 
readiness "to every good word and work.”—

KIDN APPING—PHINNEY’8 CASE. 

Some notice has been taken in a previous 
paper of this case, which is this: Certain men 

Kentucky went to the capital of Ohio, seiz¬ 
ed a respectable colored man,obtained aid from 
justice of the peace nnd others—and escaped 
rith the man to Kentucky. He had resided 
some, 12 years in Ohio, and was demanded by 
the Governor of that Stnte,but refused. The 
kidnappers were then demanded, and were 
duly arrested, tried, nnd acquitted. The de¬ 
fence was that Phimiey was a slave, and wat 
returned by order of his owner. This ivas re¬ 
sisted on several grounds—chiefly because he 
did not ‘escape’ to Ohio, but was carried and 
hired out, as was proved and admitted, some 
six months, by the man who hired him of the 
owner. Of course he became free. He was 
then returned to the owner. And as she her¬ 
self testified, “Phinney asked permission, 
several weeks after Allgaier relumed him, to 
go where he had been for bis clothes, which 
'permission was granted." But Thinncy did 
ee fit to return, but went to Columbus, 
industrious—acquired some property- 
and had n wife and family of children when 
he was stolen. Notwithstanding he wns thus 
free, agreeable to the courts of the United 
States, and of State Courts, both free and 
slave Stntcs, still the kidnappers are discharg¬ 
ed and Pbinney is a hopeless slave! 

Judge Brown decided that a temporary 
residence in a free Stnte did not emancipate 
the man, and his “subsequent elopement ,”(!) 
ift$r his return to Kentucky under pretence 
of going to procure bis clothes, made him ail 
escaping slave. Mrs. Long distinctly testified 
that she gave him permission to go to Cincin¬ 
nati, yet the Judge, to make out the 
slavery, culls this an “elopement according 
to the “compromises of the Constitution,” in 
view of which he says, “it can scarcely be 
contended that the pnrties to the instrument 
intended that the right to service should, 
under such circumstances, bo lost to the owu- 

On such grounds, then, a free man is seized, 

the capital of a free State, torn from house 
and home, wife and children, and doomed to 
all the conditions and liabilities of human 
chattclisin. And so long as slnvery rules the 
nation there is uo redress. And so abject is 
the press in the free States that very lew pa¬ 
pers, even Ohio, speak of this matter in any 
becoming spirit.
